To  :  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Shepton  Mallet  Rural  District  Council 
Mr .Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  new  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  which  took  office  in  November  of  that  year. 

A  birth  rate  and  death  rate  for  the  District  better  than  the  National 
or  County  averages  were  again  a  feature  of  the  vital  statistics  as  was  the 
absence  of  stillbirths  or  maternal  mortality;  however  there  was  a  raised 
infant  mortality  rate. 

Notifiable  diseases  were  few  in  number,  but  animal  infections  such  as 
brucellosis  and  salmonellosis  took  up  a  large  amount  of  the  time  of  your 
public  health  department.  The  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations 
1968  came  into  operation  on  15th  June  1968,  and  the  Public  Health  (infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  in  which  certain  infectious  diseases  were 
deleted  from  the  list  of  those  to  be  notified  and  some  were  added,  took  • 
effect  on  1st  October,  but  they  had  little  impact  on  the  numbers  of  cases 
notified  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  the  environmental  side  as  detailed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  his  admirable  Report,  work  progressed  on  the  sewerage  scheme 
for  Cranmore  and  schemes  were  in  preparation  for  three  other  villages.  Refuse 
is  becoming  an  ever  increasing  problem  in  the  District  with  unauthorised 
litter  dumps,  and  the  need  for  a  new  dump  possibly  in  conjunction  with  other 
authorities. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  additional  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  staff  for  their  continued  co-operation  and  to  the  Clerk, 
Surveyor  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  support.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS: , FOR  .1 9^8  . 

(the  figure 3  are  in  general  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be 
attached  to  them,  but  certain  bread  statements  can  be  made). 

Population 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  an  increase  of  60  over  the  mid-year 
population  for  19&7-  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  6l  .

Live  Births  -  increased  by  1  over  the  previous  year  and  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  remained  noticeably  higher  than  the  County  or  National  averages. 
Illegitimate  live  births  fell  by  7  from  1 9  in  19^7  to  12,  as  in  ^^669  and 
the  percentage  of  these  approximated  the  County  figure. 

Still  Births  -  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  there  were  none, 

Deaths 

All  Ages  -  rose  by  1 3  above  the  figure  for  'l  967  to  1l6,  with  a  • 
corresponding  rise  in  the  death  rates  bub  these  still  compare  favourably  with 
the  rates  for  Somerset  and  England  <£  Wales. 

Inf ant  Deaths  -  rose  to  A  from  nil  in  the  previous  year  with 
corresponding  rises  in  the  mortality  rates.  However,  the  Neonatal  Mortality 
approximates  the  County  and  National  averages,  whilst  the  Perinatal  Mortality 
Rate  is  less  than  half  these  figures. 

Mat er nal ■  Mort al5.ty^  again  no  deaths  resulted  in  women  from  the  District 
from  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Causes  of  Death 

Cardio-Vascular  and  Cerebro-Vascular  Diseases  -  deaths  fell  by  3  compared 
with  the  previous  year  to  52  and  of  these  half  were  causedby  Ischaemic  and 
Other  Heart  Diseases  and  the  rest  by  Cerebrovascular  and  Other  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System. 

Cancer  again  took  second  place  as  a  cause  of  death,  with  24-  deaths,  6  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  As  regards  site.  Lung  cancer  led  with  6  deaths 
followed  by  Breast  cancer  with  3>  Stomach  wi.th  2  and  Uterus  or  Womb  with  1  . 

Respiratory  Diseases  caused  1  more  death  (14)  than  in  1 96 7 •  Bronchitis 
and  Emphysema  caused  5  of  these  deaths.  Pneumonia  4  and  Asthma  .2.  These 
asthma  deaths  are  particularly  unfortunate  in  that  they  occurred  in  early 
age  groups,  one  in  the  5  -  .14  age  group  and  the  other  in  the  15-24  group. 

Accident s  caused  6  leaths,  none  of  these  involving  a  motor  vehicle.  Five 
of  them  were  female  deaths  and  it  will  be  seen  that  2  were  in  the  first  year 
of  life. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

As  -shown  in  the  five-year  Table,  there  was  a  marked  drop  in  measles 
cases  to  a  quarter  of  the  incidence  of  the  previous  year. 

The  four  cases  of  sc&rlet  fever  notified  were  amongst  children  from 
scattered  villages  in  the  District  and  bore  no  common  relationship. 
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No  cases  requiring  action  under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  occurred 
in  the  District  during  the  year. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1 959,  (Sec .20) 

Bovine  Brucellosis  was  reported  by  the  County  Health  Department  on 
three  farms  in  the  District  where  raw  milk  was  retailed.  In  one  instance, 
only  a  small  quantity  was  retailed  locally,  and  this  was  given  up  voluntarily 
by  the  farmer.  As  the  bulk  milk  went  for  pasteurisation,  a  formal  Heat  Treat¬ 
ment  Notice  was  not  required. 

With  regard  to  the  other  two  farms,  large  amounts  of  raw  milk  were 
retailed  locally  and  it  v;as  necessary  to  serve  Heat  Treatment  Notices.  In 
the  case  of  one  farm,  the  infection  was  traced  to  A  cows  which  were  effective¬ 
ly  segregated  from  the  rest  of  the  herd  so  that  it  was  possible  to  lift  the 
Notice  on  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  In  the  case  of  the  other  farm,  no  clear¬ 
ance  was  carried  out  and  the  Notice  was  therefore  still  in  operation  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING-  AND  SALMONELLA  INFECTIONS 

The  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  was  a  woman  returning  from  a 
holiday  in  Malta  where  she  picked  up  a  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection*, 

Another  case  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection,  unrelated  in  time  or 
locality,  and  not  proven  food-borne,  occurred  in  a  child  attending  a  village 
school.  No  other  members  of  the  family  or  school  were  affected. 

Lastly,  Salmonella  enteritides  var  jena  infection  occurred  in  a  young 
boy  who  went  for  occasional  rides  in  his  father’s  lorry  and  investigations 
carried  out  pointed  to  the  animal  fertilisers  carried  in  the  lorry  as  the 
source  of  infection.

1 •  Public  Main  Supplies 

(the  following  information  was  kindly  provided  by  the  Bristol  Interworks 
Company) .

184  houses  in  the  District  (5.2%)  are  still  supplied  with  water  from 
individual  wells  or  springs.  1 70  of  these  houses  have  the  water  laid  on 
internally,  and.  14  rely  on  an  external  well  or  spring.  In  most  cases  these 
houses  with  individual  private  supplies  are  in  out -lying  areas  where  the 
main  supplies  are  not  available.  Samples  were  taken  from  some  of  these 
private  supplies,  sampling  being  mainly  concentrated  on  houses  with  an 
external  well  or  spring.

4*  Source  of  Supply  to  houses  in  the  District 

Table  A  on  page  21  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  houses  in  each 
Parish.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  3*563  houses  in  the  District,  3*334 
(93*6%)  have  a  piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main  or  a 
private  main.  170  (if. 8%)  have  spring  or  well  water  laid  on  internally, 
and  Ilf  (4/2)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside  well  or  spring. 

The  majority  of  these  Ilf  houses  are  unfit,  and  will  be  dealt  with  under 
Slum  Clearance  procedure.  45  houses  are  still  supplied  by  standpipe  or 
an  outside  tap. 

Table  B  on  page  22  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that  3*262  - 
houses  in  the  District  (91 obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from 
the  public  mains  and  72  (2$)  from  private  mains. 

(B)  SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 
1  •  Sewerage  Schemes 

(a)  Cranmore .  Work  on  this  scheme  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Progress  was  very  slow. 

(b)  Evercreech  (and  Stoney  Stratton).  By  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Council1 s  Consulting  Engineers  were  in  a  position  to  submit  their 
revised  proposals  and  the  Council  gave  instructions  to  them  to  proceed 
to  prepare  the  scheme  in  detail  with  a  view  to  its  submission  to  the 
Ministry  and  other  Authorities.  It  was  noted  that  the  estimated  cost  of 
the  first  stage  scheme  (relief  sewers  in  Evercreech,  but  excluding 
Stoney  Stratton) was  now  estimated  to  cost  £60,000.  The  whole  scheme 
(excluding  Stoney  Stratton)  was  now  estimated  to  cost  £100,000,  compared 
with  the  original  estimate  of  £76,000. 

(c)  Lydford  (East  and  West).  Progress  on  the  preparation  of  this 
scheme  was  slow  due  to  difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining  agreement 
with  land  owners  regarding  the  location  of  the  works  and  pumping  station. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  these  difficulties  had  not  all  be  resolved. 

(d)  Batcombe  and  Westcombe.  Little  progress  was  made  with  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  this  scheme.  The  information  required  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  for  preparing  a  scheme  to  deal  also  with  trade  waste  could  not 
be  finalised.  Temporary  measures  for  improving  the  condition  of  the 
river  at  Westcombe  suggested  by  the  River  Authority  were  not  found  to  be 
practicable . 

(e)  Alhampton,  Parbrook  and  Binegar.  These  three  proposed  schemes  were 
again  considered  but  adjourned  owing  to  the  commitments  of  the  Council 
referred  to  previously.

2 .  Drainage  of  existing  houses 

Table  B  on  page  .22  shows  the  number  of  houses  in  the  District  drained 
to  a  public  sewer  at  the  end  of  1968  as  1,723  (48.4 $).  1,474  houses 

(41  .7fo)  are  drained  to  cesspits  or  septic  tanks  and  366  houses  (10.7??) 
have  no  drainage  or  have  unsatisfactory  drainage. 

(C)  CLOSETS  AND  OTHER  SANITARY  FACILITIES 

Table  B  on  page  22  shows  that  3*196  (89*7/?)  have  a  water  closet.  Ten 
houses  (.3??)  have  shared  closets,  331  houses  (9*3J%)  have  a  pail  or 
chemical  closet,  and  26  houses  (  •!%)  have  a  privy  closet.  The  Table 
also  shows  that  11  3  houses  in  the  District  (3.3^)  have  no  sink  and 
839  houses  (23.5/?)  have  no  bath. 

(f)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  /  SALVAGE 

1 •  Collection  The  new  Dennis  Paxit  IIA  (18-24  cub .yard)  refuse  vehicle 
went  into  operation  in  September.  The  fortnightly  collection  in  each 
Parish  continued. 

2*  Disposal  Investigations  into  a  Joint  Incineration  Disposal  Scheme 
with  other  adjoining  authorities  continued.  Although  such  a  scheme 
was  supported  in  principle  by  this  Council,  considerable 'economic 
difficulties  were  becoming  apparent.  The  tip  at  Moorewood,  Ashwick, 
continued  in  operation,  but  its  future  life  is  now  very  limited. 

•  _ A ^  Amen ities  Act  Action  was  taken,  under  this  Act  for  dealing  with 
various  unauthorised  rubbish  dumps  and  abandoned  cars.  A  special 
collection  system  of  bulky  refuse  was  inaugurated,  and  facilities  were 
provided  for  depositing  by  the  public  of  such  items. 

Salvage  19  tons.  13  cwts.  scrap  metal  was  despatched  to  the  Dealers 
during  the  year,  and  the  Council  received  £110. 

(b)  general  public  health  matters  ;;- 

1 •  bmoke  Abatement  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

2*  Caravans  Two  new  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  sites  for 

individual  caravans.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  eleven  licences  were  in 
x orce  lor  sites  for  individual  caravans,  and  one  for  three  caravans. 
Planning  permission  and  a  licence  was  issued  for  a  further  ten  years 
in  respect  of  the  caravan  camp  for  20  permanent  caravans.  In  proceed¬ 
ings  brought  against  the  former  occupier  of  this  site,  eleven  convict¬ 
ions  were  obtained  and  a  fine  of  £33*  with  costs,  imposed  by  the 
Magistrates. 

3*  Flock  There  are  no  premises  in  this  District  where  rag  flock  is 

manufactured  or  sold. 

Agricultural  (Health)  Act ^  1956  It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out 
any  new  inspections. 
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5.  Rats  and  Mice  Fifty-three  complaints  were  received  of  rat  infestation, 
Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  6  cases  of  mice  infestation.  The  Council’s 
Part-time  Rodent  Operator  continued  routine  inspection  of  houses  for  rats 
and  the  Council’s  sewers  at  Croscombe,  Ditcheat,  Doulting,  Evercreech, 
Gurney  Slade,  Holcombe,  Oakhill,  Pilton,  Stoke  St.  Michael  and  Stratton- 
on-the-Fosse,  were  tested  and  treated  where  necessary.  .  It  was  again 
necessary  to  treat  the  stream  at  Croscombe.  1  36  premises  were  treated  for 
the  destruction  of  rats.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  regular¬ 
ly  treating  18  farms’  by  agreement. 

6.  Ins.ect  Pests  Treatment  and  advice  was  given  for  flies  and  other  insect 
pests. 

7.  Factories  Table  H  on  page  26  shows  the  position  with  regard  to 
Factories.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  21  Outworker's  on  the 
Council  list,  mainly  employed  in  the  Gloving  industry. 

8.  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act,  196k-  There  were  thirty-four 
premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  which  166  persons  were 
employed.  Twenty-nine  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  and 
defects  found  were  required  to  be  remedied  by  informal  notice. 

9.  Swill  Plants  The  powers  with  respect  of  the  Licensing  of  Swill  Plants 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957?  were  delegated 
to  the  Council  in  1958  by  the  County  Council.  There  is  one  licence  in 
force. 

10.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act, 1 963  Four  licences  were  renewed  and 
one  new  licence  issued  during  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the  Council’s 
Consultant  Veterinary  Officers. 

1 1 . Atmospheric  Pollution  Inspections  continued  regarding  emission  of  dust 
etc,  from  Quarry  plants  etc.  The  improved  conditions  continued  and  there 
were  no  serious  nuisances.
